Washington, D. C., September 25.—(Spe- 
clal.)—President Roosevelt today author- 
ized the statement that no one has au- 
thority from him to outline what his fu- 
ture policy will be on national issues. It 
appears that the president, with his char- 
acteristic frankness, has spoken very 
freely to some of his official callers and 
‘they have misconstrued some of his 
friendly expressions while casually dis- 
cussing public questions to the extent of 
binding him to certain lines of policy. 
Naturally the politicians with whom he 
talked placed their own construction up- 
on his utterances and applied them to 
Buit their individual interests more liber- 
ally than the circumstances justified. 

The result is the president finds it nec- 
essary to appeal to some of his newspa- 
per friends to contradict some of the er- 
roneous impressions which have gone 
forth with an imaginary stamp of his ap- 
proval. For the present he very properly 
declares his intention to shape his ad- 
ministration along the lines laid down by 
the McKinley policy, but those who know 
President Roosevelt best and are familiar 
with his aims and ambitions can readily 
understand that after he has familiar- 
ized himself with the nation’s affairs he 
will outline a policy of his own and give 
it the stamp of his vigorous and ag- 
gressive individuality. 


Meets Southern Republicans. 


Because some of his remarks to casual 
callers have been misinterpreted, or pur- 
posely perverted, he was more cautious 
today in his conversations with political 
callers, He was made aware today that 
the federal office holders in the southern 
states, whose terms are about to expire, 
are exceedingly anxious to know what 
their chances of reappointment are. 
Among the army of visitors who trooped 
into his office today were a number of 
well known southern republicans. Con- 
spicuous among them was Assistant 
United States Attorney Leakin, of Savan- 
nah, who said he called simply to pay his 
respects. It is understood, however, that 
he managed to whisper a few words on 
the political situation in Georgia into the 
president's ear to the effect that the re- 
publican party in the south can be 
strengthened by recognizing a _ greater 
number of white republicans in the dis- 
tribution of the more important federal 
offices. 

Judge Long, national committeeman 
from Florida, also had a few words with 
the president on the same subject. 

Thomas Miller, colored, president of the 
Claflin college, also saw the president 
briefly. He said there was no politics in 
his call, but he was passing through 
Washington on his way home from the 
Buffalo exposition and simply called to 
pay his respects. 

Roosevelt Backs McLaurin. 


President Roosevelt is alleged to be in 
accord, to a certain extent, with tfie the- 
ories of Senator McLaurin, of South Car- 
olina, in dealing with southern politics. 
Senator McLaurin was among the call- 
ers at the white house today, and it is 
known that he had a private conversa- 
tion with the president on that subject. 
When Senator McLaurin arrived at the 
white house the president was engaged 
with many congressional and other offi- 
cial callers in the large office adjoining 
the cabinet room. The junior senator 
from South Carolina waited until all of 
the casual callers were disposed of, after 
which he Was invited into the cabinet 
room, where alone with President Roose- 
velt the subject of ‘‘McLaurinism ie the 
south’’ Is said to have been discussed. 
At the conclusion of the interview, Sen- 
ator McLaurin declined to make 


FOR FAMOUS TROPHY 
YACHTS WILL BREAST 
OCEAN WAVES TODAY 
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Columbia and Shamrock II Ready for 
First Race in Contest for Cup. 
Betting Favors Columbia. 


Washington, September 25.—Offi- 
cial Forecaster Frankenfeld, of the 
weather bureau, tonight made the 
following weather prediction for to- 
morrow’s yacht races: 

““We will have tomorrow off San- 
dy Hook light to fresh north to 
northeast winds and fair weather.” 


New York, September 25.—Weather 
sharps and yachting experts unite in pr°- 
dicting that a breeze will blow tomorrow 
that will give the Shamrock and the 
Columbia a race which will be memorable 
in the long series of cup events. If 
weather conditions of today presage any- 
thing, this prophecy- will be fulfilled. 
After four days of almost calm weather, 
a rattling breeze blew in from the north- 
easter this morning, and at sunrise it 
had reached half a gale. 

When the sailors of the cup yachts and 
their attendant vessels turned out for 
the last work of preparation a 30-mile 
wind was kicking up the white-caps in 
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statement concerning the: conversation 
he had with the president further than to 
say that his talk with the president was 
strictly confidential, and, therefore, could 
not be repeated, either in detail or in 
substance. 

It is understood, however, that Senator 
McLaurin had considerable correspond- 
ence with President Roosevelt on this 
subject, prior to the death of President 
McKinley, and their relations are such 
that more than two months ago Mr. 
Roosevelt, then vice president, . invited 
Senator McLaurin to visit him at Oyster 
Bay and talk over the southern situation. 
It is claimed that while the relationship 
between President Roosevelt and Senator 
McLaurin may not be as close nor the 
understanding between the two men as 
complete as it was with the late Presi- 
dent McKinley and the junior senator 
from Svuth Carolina, the status of Sen- 
ator McLaurin with the present adminis- 
tartion will not differ materially from 
that which prevailed while President Mc- 
Kinley was alive. 

McLaurin Has Assurance. 


Some of Senator McLaurin’s friends 
assert with great positiveness that he 
has assurances from President Roose- 
velt that the present administration is 
disposed to follow the course marked out 
by McKinley in dealing with political 
affairs in South Carolina. In support of 
this contention, a new collector of inter- 
nal revenue for the state of South Caro- 
lina is to be appointed within a few days, 
whose principal sponsor is Senator Mc- 
Laurin. 

Senator McLaurin, although extremely 
reticent on this subject, ‘and also witb 
regard to his interview with President 
Roosevelt, showed by his cheerful man- 
ner as he was leaving the white house 
that his reception had been both cordial 
and eminently’ satisfactory. Senator 
McLaurin leaves Washington tonight for 
his home in South Carolina, where it is 
understood he will confer with his polit- 
ical friends and resume his contest for 
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reelection to the senate now going on. 
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CUP DEFENDER 
POSSESSES A 


COLUMBIA 
CRACK RECORD 


HE Columbia successfully defended 
Tr the America’s cup in three races 

against the Shamrock I, on October 
16, 17 and 20, 1899. 

This year she was greatly improved 
over her form of that year and 1900, and 
in the series of trial races just closed 
defeated the Constitution, built to defend 
the cup by the Herreshoff company for 
a syndicate headed by August Belmont, 
twice in succession and was selected to 
defend the cup again on September 21 
and alternate days until one yacht has 
won in three races. 

She was picked as the defender because, 


after a most careful analysis of her races” 


with the Cnstitution, the trial races and 
those before in which both had competed, 
it appeared to the committee that the Co- 
lumbia was the faster boat. 

The three trial races were sailed as fol- 
lows: 

August 31, off Newport, 15 knots to wind- 
ward and return—Columbia won by 4 
minutes 19 seconds, corrected time; light 
wind, smooth sea. |

LAST TRIAL SPIN GIVEN 

TO DEFENDER COLUMBIA 

Neither Sir Thomas Lipton nor Mr. 
Duncan cared to risk a trial run under the 
conditions of wind and water that pre- 
vailed in the first half of today, but at 2 
o'clock, when the wind had fallen, the 
Columbia's mainsail was hoisted and a 
few minutes later she filled away. 
Columbia was forced to make thirteen 
tacks to cover a scant 3 miles, so that it 
may be easily seen shé was not able to 
show any speed during the spin, especial- 
ly as the wind was very light and baf- 
fling. 

After a consultation with Manager 
Jameson and Designer Watson, Sir 
Thomas Lipton decided that it was not 
necessary to take the Shamrock out for 
a final spin. So she lay mooreé€@ at her 
buoy all day, her shining bronze body 
being the object of much curiosity. During 
the afternoon the tug Lawrence passed a 
line to the challenger and she was swung 
for the adjustment of her compasses. 

Men were put to work today polishing 
the Shamrock. Others greased the big 
mast to make the gaff slide easily tomor- 
row. Finishing touches were put on the 
paint work and all the standing and run- 
ning gear received a final overhauling. 
The Columbia’s men rubbed down the 
white ‘paint on her hull with sand paper 
until it was smooth as glass. 

Tonight the two yachts lie within hail- 
ing distance of each other, swinging at 
their moorings to a good breeze, in which 
lies the hope of tomorrow’s race. All 
has been done that skill and experience 
Can Suggest, and none of the principals 
will make a prophecy as to the outcome. 
Only the betting shows the trend of 
opinion, and the prevailing odds are ten 
to eight on the American boat. In some 
instances it was reported that late this 
evening these odds had been increased to 
ten to seven, but, so far as can be learn- 
ed, no large wagers have been laid. A 
firm of brokers was today offering $25,000, 
or any part thereof, at ten to eight, but 
had been unable to place more than a 
small part of this amount. 

FINAL ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR RACE ARE COMPLETE 

The final arrangements for the race 
are complete, and the regatta committee 
having the matter in charge feel assured 
that everything possible has been done te 
give each yacht a fair show. As in the 
case of two years ago, the course will 
be patrolled by a fleet of revenue cutters 
in command of Captain Walker, of the 
revenue marine service, and the yachts 
will have an unobstructed course of. at 
least a mile wide. 

As is usual in all America’s cup con- 
tests, each club will be represented on 
the opposing yaci.. W. Butler Duncan, 
who during the past season managed the 
Constitution, will represent the New York 
Yacht Club on board the Shamrock II. 
On board the Columbia will be H. Mac- 
Gildowney, a member of the challenge 
committee of the Royal Ulst@€r Yacht 
Club, a gentleman of wide yachting ex- 
perience. 

It will not be Known until tomorrow 
what course the committee will order. 
Should the wind be from the nor‘Jiwest or 
from any direction between northeast by 
north and east northeast, the regatta 
committee said that the point of starting 
the race would have to be changed, as 
there is not room for a 15-mile windward 
or leeward race with the start from Sandy 
Hook lightship. Fifteen miles northeast 
of the lightship would take the yachts 
up on the Long Island shore, while 15 
miles in the other direction would find 
the Jersey shore a barrier. 

The start, therefore, in case of a north- 
east or a southwest breeze, will be either 
from a point near the Jersey shore some 6 
miles southwest of the lightship, or in an 
opposite direction, near Long Island. 

Such conditions prevailed six years ago 
in the first race of the Defender and 
Valkyrie III, the wind being northeast 
and the start moved to a point near the 
Jersey shore, off Sea Bright. This en- 
abled the yachts to veat out to sea with 
the turning mark about 5 miles south of 
Long Beach, on the Long Islant side of 
the course. 

There will be a distinguished party of 
guests on board Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
steam yacht Erin. 


IN REGARD TO THE RACES 


The races which begin today will de- 
cide whether the cup will remain in 
America or be carried across the sea by 
the challenger, Shamrock II.

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DISPATCHES OF SCHLE 
HAVE BEEN. MUTILATED 


Attorney Raynor Comments on the 
Changes Made by Navy De- 
partment—Question of Dates 
Assuming Importance. 
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By EVELYN HARRIS. 

Washington, September 25.—(Special.)— 
Admiral Schley scored another important 
victory before the court of inquiry this 
afternoon. It was made’ possible by the 
effort of Mr. Hanna to hold Admiral 
Schley responsible for orders that had 
been issued, and which he had not re- 
ceived. The testimony Was promptly ob- 
jected to by Mr. Raynor, and, after an 
argument, the objection was sustained 
by Admiral Dewey. 

Captain Wise, commander of the Yale 
during the Santiago campaign, was on 
the stand at the time. He had, on May 
2, received orders to inform all vessels 
that the flying squadron, commanded by 
Admiral Schley, had been ordered to 
Santiago. He delivered the information 
to the St. Paul, the Minneapolis, and 
upon overtaking the fiving squadron had 
communicated with the Texas and told 
Captain Philip that he believed the 
Spanish fleet to bé in Santiago harbor. 
At that time Schley had not received or- 
ders to go to Santiago. Mr. Hanna ex- 
amined the witness in such a mariner as 
to indicate that Schley should have 
known what passed between the Yale and 
the Texas. Mr. Raynor objected on the 
ground that Schley eould not be charged 
with not carrying out orders he had never 
received. He declared that Schley was 
responsible only for the orders he receiv- 
ed, and even if one captain had told an- 
other that the Spariigh were at Santiago, 
such information coi,ld not direct Schley’s 
movements when he was not aware of it. 
SCHLEYS LAWYER FINDS 

ERRORS IN THE RECORDS 

Mr. Hanna held thg= the commander of 
the fleet should miafm it his business to 
learn the information received by his 
captains, and failing to do so was derelict 
in his duty. The court promptly sustain- 
ed the objection, and the spectators dis- 
plaved their approval. This eliminates a 
delicate question, owing to the fact that 
Captain Philip is dead. The hearing in 
the morning bordered on the sensational] 
when Mr. Raynor compared original or- 
ders with those printed in the appendix 
and disclosed a number of errors. He 
made no imputation and no charges of 
intentional change in the orders, but de- 
clared there were mistakes -which the 
government should account for. The 
direction of attention to those errors fol- 
lowing upon the admission that the gov- 
ernment chart of the blockade was inac- 
curate added to its importance. Mr. 
Hanna declared that Mr. Raymor was ar- 
raigning the department, and objected 
strenuously. Mr. Raynor’s protest to the 
contrary satisfied him. 

Admiral Sampson's name was brought 
into the case again when what is known 
as the ‘‘Dear Schley” order was intro- 
duced. This order occupies an important 
place in connection with the movement 
of the fiving squadron. No statement 
bas been given out by either side as to 
whether or not Admiral Sampson will be 
summoned, but it appears to a spectator 
that, in view of the fact that he is so 
closely identified with the matter, his 
presence at some time can scarcely be 
dispensed with. 

All the testimony today was relative to 
the movements of the flying squadron to 
Santiago, the ability of the ships to coal 
from colliers, and the time of the deliv- 
ery of certain orders. 

The court will hold only one session 
tomorrow, on account of the funeral of 
Judge Wilson. 

Mr. Raynor, as Admiral Schley’s lead- 
ing council, is not leaving any ground un- 
covered. Today he outgeneraled the op- 
posing counsel, and his satisfaction was 
evident when the court agreed with him 
on the most important questions that 
arose. 


NEW WITNESSES CALLED 
BY THE COURT OF INQUIRY 


Two new witnesses were introduced in 
the Schley court today. They were Ad- 
miral Cotton, who as captain commanded 
the auxiliary cruiser Harvard, and Cap- 
tain Wise, who commanded the auxiliary 
cruiser Yale during the Spanish war. 
Both these vessels were used as scouts, 
and both came up with the flying 
squadron off Santiago on the 27th of May, 
before the retrograde movement to Key 
West was begun. 

Admiral Cotton testified that he had 
gone aboard Admiral Schley’s flagship, 
the Brooklyn, on that date to take dis- 
patches to him, and he said at first that 
he gave him four or five. dispatches ad- 
dressed to the commander of the squad- 
ron. He afterwards modified this state- 
ment, saying that probably all but two 
of these dispatches were addressed to 
himself (Admiral Cotton), but that they 
contained information which ‘he thought 
should be in Admiral Schley’s possession. 
One of these was a copy of a dispatch 
from Admiral Sampson, which had not 
been printed in the official records, stating 
that the Spanish fleet was at Santiago. 
He also said that coal could have been 
taken from the Merrimac on the 27th of 
May, the day on which the retrograde 
movement to Key West was begun for the 
purpose of coaling. 

Captain Wise testified that on the 27th 
of May he had signaled Captain Philip, 
of the Texas his opinion that Cervera 
was inside the harbor at Santiago, but 
the testimony was ruled out. 

During the day Admiral Schley an- 
nounced that he had selected Mr. Raynor 
as his chief counsel, to succeed Judge 
Wilson. 

The first witness called today was A. B. 
Claxton, the machinist on board the 
Texas, who had begun his testimony when 
the sittings of the court were so abruptly 
terminated yesterday morning by the 
death of Judge Wilson. 

Mr. Claxton said on July 3, 1898, he had 
been on duty in the engine room of the 
Texas. The engine indicator had called 


for full speed ahead early in the morn-

ADMIRAL COTTON TELLS OF 
MESSAGES TO SCHLEY 


Rear Admiral ‘Cotton, now command- 
ant of the Norfolk navy yard, who com- 
manded the auxiliary cruiser Harvard 
during the Spanish war, was the next 
witness. He said that on May 27, 1898, 
he had delivered dispatches to Commo- 
dore Schley from Admiral Sampson and 
the navy department. He had, he said, 
boarded the Brooklyn about 10:30 o'clock. 
The weather was then moderate and he 
had had no difficulty in going aboard 
the Brooklyn. 

“What was said about the dispatches?” 

“I delivered to Commodore Schley thé 
original cipher in which the dispatches 
should be received by me at St. Nicholas 
Mole, together with translation of those 
dispatches made by Iiieutenant Beail, of 
the Harvard. I handed them personally 
to him in the cabin in the order of their 
date. He received them, read them and 
commented in a general way upon their 
purport; spoke of the difficulty he had 
had in getting coal on board his ships 
While at Cienfuegos and subsequently to 
the date of which I am speaking, May 
27, and said it had been an almost im- 
possibility to get coal on board on ac- 
count of the weather. 

‘‘He questioned me relative to the prac- 
ticability of coaling ship at St. Nicholas 
Mole and Gonaives channel. As to St. 
Nicholas Mole I said: ‘‘There is no ques- 
tion the small ships can coal there. As 
to Gonaives channel. I know of no rea- 
son why you should not be able to coal 
there.’ The commodore made some re- 
marks upon my statements, the language 
of which I do not recall, but he asked 
me, ‘How about the large ships at St. 
Nicholas Mole?’ I said: ‘You can’t coal 
your big ship there.’ I had special refer- 


ence in my reply to the battleships and °- 


protected cruisers of the Brooklyn an: 
New York class. I said, thinking of the 
fact that my own ship had been there, 
and was of some 12,000 tons displacement 
and nearly 600 feet in length, ‘Possibly, 
under favorable conditions, you might be 
able to coal the large ships there, one at 
a time.’ 

“But the area of deep water for the 


| anchorage of large ships is so little there 


it was not practicable to coal at the very 
utmost more than one large ship at a 
time, and in case the weather became 
bad she would immediately have to go to 
sea. I was anxious while I was there 
with the Harvard, o% account of her 
size, and 1 would have left at once in 
case bad weather had come on. As I 
remember, I recollect no qualification as 
to Gonaives channel.”’ 

Admiral Cotton said, in response to a 
question from Captain Lemly, that ves- 
sels of the fleet could have coaled where 
they were on the 27th, ‘éat some time 
during that day.’’ As indicative of the 
condition of the sea, he said he had used 
a cockle shell boat in going from the 
Harvard to the Brooklyn and had worn 
a white uniform. 


SCHLEY GREATLY WORRIED 
OVER SHORTAGE OF COAL 

‘Was anything said at the time about 
going to Key West for coal?” 

‘‘Returning to what I said with refer- 
ence to the difficulty which Commodore 
Schley stated to me he had in getting 
coal on board of any of the ships at 
Cienfuegos, he said he was very .anxious. 
The coal supply was getting short, the 
weather was bad, and it had been almost 
continuously. It was a very serious prob- 
lem as to how or whether he could possi- 
bly get coal on board ships off Santiago. 
He said if he found the weather did not 
improve and he found it impracticable to 
coal there he could only see one resort, 
and that was he would be compelled to 
return to Key West in order to supply 
his ships with coal. Having that ques- 
tion in view, he was apprehensive, and 
as to one ship, the Texas, he did not 
even know at that moment whether she 
had on board sufficient’ coal to enable 
her to return to Key West. During my 
visit he gave an order to make signal, a 
general signal, as I remember it, not 
limited to the flying squadron alone, to 
report whether the ships had sufficient 
coal to reach Key West. The signal was 
made, or at least I assume it was made. 
At all events, during my presence with 
Commodore Schley he réceived a report 
to the effect that all the ships, inctuding 
the Texas, had sufficient coal to return 
to Key West. I think the commodore 
was very much relieved when he receive:j 
this information. 

“shortly afterwards, I should say with- 


in a few minutes, he directed a signal to 
be made preparatory for the ships to re- 
turn to Key West. The order was given 
in a genéral way. I cannot give the 
words of the order, but what I have 
stated Was their purport. Whit I was 
still there he received a report to the 
effect that the signals were read. Before 
I left ship he ordered signals to be made 
for ships to form preparatory for steam- 
ing to Key West. To go back a bit, I 
had informed Commodore Schley that it 
was-utterly impossible for the Harvard 
to get anywhere except to Kingston. I 
had not sufficient -coal to get to Key 
West, and he verbally authorized me to 
proceed at’ once to Kingston to receive 
such amount of coal as I could get there, 
sufficient to ‘ehable me to return to the 
nearest. United States port. I left the 
Brooklyn about noon, possibly a few 
minutes before. Immediately after my 
departure the Brooklyn commenced 
steaming ahead, and I noticed that many 
of the ships at that moment under Com- 
modore Schley’s command were in mo- 
tion, presumad\Y preparatory to taking 
their stations in steaming order to re- 
turn to Kéy West. As soon as I returned 
to my own ship, after my boat was hoist- 
ed, I steered to the southwest for King- 
ston.” 


TEXT OF LONG’S DISPATCH 
ABOUT SPANISH SQUADRON 


In response to further questions Ad- 
miral Cotton said that he had the orig 
inal translations of the cipher dispatches 
addressed to the Harvard. The dispatch 
of May 25 was then read to him, as fol- 
lows: 

‘Washington, May 25, 1898.—Harvard, 
St. Nicholas Mole, Haiti: Proceed at 
once and inform Schley, and also the 
senior officer present off Santiago, as fol- 
lows: All department's information in- 
dicates Spanish division is still at Santia- 
go. The department iooks to you to as- 
certain the facts, andthat the enemy, if 
therein, does not leave without a decisive 
action.

A Remarkable Election. 

Today's election will be in every way 
remarkable. For months it had been her- 
alded as a bitter personal fight betweé@n 
the advocates and supporters of the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company and 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company. This 
fight was popularly supposed to be the 
culmination of a long-drawn out and Dbit- 
ter struggle which had extended over a 
period of some five years. Two fran- 
chises—the Boulevard and the Peters 
street applications—applied for by thes 
Rapid Transit company, which had been 
vetoed bv Mavor Mims, was the argument 
upon which cry of competition was large- 
ly based. Mayor Mims stood pledged 
to the twenty-one-vear principle. A 
majority of .council had upheld 
him in this principle. In order to over- 
ride the mavor's veto and secure the 
grants under terms that would prove ac- 
ceptable to the Rapid Transit, it would 
be necessary to secure a majority in coun- 
cil favorable to competition on a basis 
of a longer term than twenty-one vears. 
The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany advocates and those in favor of a 
short term grant were naturally desirous 
to see a ticket elected which should stand 
for their ideas, : 

Thus it was that two separate and dis- 
tinct tickets were placed in the field. One 
was known as the “competition” ticket 
and the other was generally spoken of 4&8 
standing for the twenty-one year princl- 
ple and the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company interests. 

That was the situation up to Saturday 
morning. Then something sudden hap- 
pened to change the whole complexion of 
things. The mooted consolidation of the 
two companies, which had been talked 
of for many months, became a reality. 
‘Competition’ as a battle cry dwindled 
into the echo of a far-off whisper. The 
main issue was eliminated. Today tha 
fight will be waged between candidates.

CHALLENGER A WORTHY FOE 


UT little can be gathered of the 
B Shamrock’s real form from _ her 
races with her sister before coming 
to this country, as they were sailed under 
much different conditions from _ those 
that will obtain in the cup series off 
Sandy Hook, where the challenger was 
designed to sail. 

In her early races with the Shamrock I 
her successor was beaten, but when 
tuned up the latter outclassed the for- 
mer. 

Her abilities are best shown by her 
speed in her trial spins since her arrival 
in American waters, where all critics 
agree she has mae a showing that can- 
not fail to be discouraging: to those that 
hope she will not carry the America's 
cup home in her locker. 

On reaches she has covered short 
stretches at a faster clip than 15 knots 
an hour. 

Her model is modern and more nearly 
like the accepted American type than 
anything yet improved from a foreign 
shipyard for cup purposes. She has a 
canoe-like body, with a narrow, deep fin, 
to the bottom of which is fastened about 
eighty-five tons of lead. 

All her lines are very easy and her

America’s cup is an institution dear to

Dating back to 1851, when it was won 
from the royal yacht squadron of Greag 
Britain, it has ever since been America’s 
precious possession, coveted and chal- 
lenged in vain by yachtsmen of the 
‘world.

HISTORY OF THE EFFORTS 
TO “LIFT” FAMOUS CUP 


The yacht clubs of the world received 
prompt notice of the existence of” the 
cup as an international trophy, but it 
was not until October, 1868, eleven years 
after, that any one thought’ of trying to 
capture it... . 

At various times since the famous 
victory of the America in 1861, there 
have been vain efforts to lift the trophy. 

Unsuccessful endeavors Were frequent- 
ly made—the first in 1870, then in 1876 
and 1881, by the Canadian Yacht Club: 
in 1885 by a British challenger belong fig 
to Bir Richard Sutton, the cup being suc- 
cessfully defended by the Puritan; in 
1886 by another British yacht, defended 
by the Mayflower; in 1887 by the Scotch 
cutter Thistle, defended by the victorious 
Volunteer. 

Later races still remembered by the 
general public as well as the sporting 
world were those of Lord Dunraven's 
Valkyrie II, defeated by the Vigilant in 
1893. In this contest it was established 
that the winner should take two out 
of three races. 

Later, in 189%, Lord Dunraven again 
challenged for the cup and brought over 
Valkyrie III to match the Defender. He 
went back without the trophy and with 
little esteem from his fellow sportsmen 
as to his personal conduct in the affair. ‘

The last international yacht race for 
the America cup took place in 1899 when 
Shamrock I, built by Sir Thomas Lipton, 
was defeated by the Columbia, and the 
cup still remains on American soil.

stated that whereas the admiral had said 
that 9,500 tons of coal would be necessary, 
the printed copy made it 10,000. It was 
also stated in the original that the Har- 
vard was going to Port Royal, whereas 
Kingston had been inserted in the printed 
copy. There also were other changes. 


SCHLEY INFORMS LONG 
‘ WHY HE COULDN’T OBEY 


Following is the text of the original 
di tch sent to the navy department: 

“Received dispatch of May 26 by Har- 
vard off Santiago de Cuba. Merrimac’s 
engine is disabled, and she is helpless; 
am obliged to have her. towed to Key 
West. ave been absolutely unable to 
coal the Texas, Marblehead, Vixen and 
Brooklyn from collier, owing to very 
rough seas and boisterous weather since 
leaving Key West. 

“Impossible to remain off Santiago in 
present state of coal account of the 
squadron. Not possible to coal to leeward 
of Cape Cruz in summer, owing to south- 
west winds. Harvard just reports to me 
she has only coal enough to reach Ja- 
maica, and she will proceed to Port Roy: 
al; also reports only small vessels could 
coal at Gonaives or Mole, Haiti. Min- 
neapolis has only coal enough to reach 
Key West, and same of Yale, which will 
tow Merrimac. 

“It is to be regretted that the depart- 
ment’s orders cannot be obeyed, earnestly 
as we have all striven to that end. I .am 
forced to return to Key West, via Yuca- 
tan channel, for coal. Can ascertain 
inns | concerning enemy. Was obliged 
to send Eagle to Port Antonio, Jamaica, 
fr agpngs as she had only 27 tons of 
coal on board. Will leave St. Paul here. 
Will require 9,500 tons of coal at Key 
West.’ 

Admiral Cotton then related a conver- 
sation he had had with Admiral Schley 
concerning a proposition of Lieutenant 
Beall, of the Harvard, to go ashore and 
put himself in communication with the 
Cuban insurgents. He could not, he said, 
recall the exact words of the conversa- 
tion, but, at all events, Mr. Beall had not 
been ordered ashore. 

Judge Advocate Lemly then asked: 

“After you delivered the order and prior 
to the dispatch which he delivered to you 
to be sent to Kingston, what efforts did 
he make to locate Cervera’s fleet to your 
knowledge ?”’ 

‘“‘None, to my knowledge. 

‘Did he with his squadron at that time 
approach Santiago?’ 

‘He did not. 1 will qualify that to this 
extent. The vessels, of course, were not 
at anchor; they were moving about, and 
there were no directions for movement 
toward the harbor of Santiago.”’ 


COTTON IS BADLY MIXED 
ON THE TIME OF DELIVERY 


“Referring to that phrase in the dis- 
patch, ‘the department looks to you to 
tain. the‘ facts ‘that the enemy if 


therein doés not leave Without a decisive 
action;’: what within your knowledge did 
Commodore Schley do in obedience to 
these instructions?” .. 

‘Nothing, to my knowledge.” 

Judge Advocate Lemly then started to 
read dispatches received by Admiral Cot- 
ton from Admiral Schley, delivered by the 
Scorpion. ° 

Mr. Raynor objected to the reading of 
these dispatches unless Admiral Samp- 
son’s dispatch, No. 7, to Admiral Schley 
should also be read, as Schiey’s orders 
were based upon that. 

At this point Captain Parker remarked 
that this dispatch could not be found. 
To this remark Captain Lemly took ex- 
ception, saying that it was out of place 
for counsel to make such comment. Ad- 
miral Dewey sustained the objection. 

The order of Admiral Sampson, which 
is the letter known as the ‘“‘Dear Schley’’ 
letter, was then read. , 

The ‘‘Dear Schley” letter is dated Key 
West, Fla, May 20, 1898. Referring to a 
telegram from the navy department, re- 
ceived by Sampson, advising the latter 
to send word to Schley to proceed to San- 
tiago, the letter says: | 

“After duly. considering this telegram 
I have decided to make no change in the 
present plans; that is, that you should 
hold your squadron off Cienfuegos. If 
the Spanish ships have put into San- 
tiago, they must come either to Havana 
of Cienfuegos to deliver the munitions of 
war which they are said to bring for 
use in Cuba. I am therefore of the opin- 
ion that your best chance of success in 
capturing their ships will be to hold the 
two points, Cienfuegos and Havana; with 
all the force we can muster. If later it 
should develop that these vessels are at 
Santiago, we could then assemble off that 
port the ships best suited for the pur- 
pose and completely blockade it. Until 
we then receive more positive informa- 
tion we shall continue to hold Havana 
and Cienfuegos.”’ 

Mr. Raynor was cross-examining Ad- 
miral Cotton regarding dates of delivery 
of dispatches when the court adjourned 
for luncheon. 

When the court reconvened Mr. Raynor 
resumed his cross-examination of Ad- 
miral Cotton. His first effort was to rec- 
oncile certain dates, saying that it was 
most important that tney should be cor- 
rect. He would admit the delivery of one 
dispatch on the 27th, but the contention 
was that the other dispatches were deliv- 
ered on the 3ist. He called the admiral’s 
attention to the fact that one of the dis- 

atches which he said he delivered on 

ay 27 had@ been dated at Washington 
as of that day. This is the dispatch in 
which Secretary Long had instructed the 
commander as to the importance of de- 
termining explicitly whether Cervera’s 
fleet was in Santiago harbor. 

The admiral said that if he stated this 
dispatch was delivered on the 27th he 
had made a mistake—that it was deliv- 
éred on the 3ist, after ‘his return from 
Kingston. The admiral said, however, 
that he was certain that he had delivered 
more than one dispatch to Commodore 
Schley on the 27th. He said: 

“IT delivered to Commodore Schley two 
dispatches on the morning of May 27. I 
think ag ey ge that among the dis- 

atches ich I spoke of having handed 

im on that date there may huve been 
some which were addressed to me and 
not to him, which contained information 
such as I thought he should have. Of 
the two dispatches addressed to him, one 
was from Admiral Sampson and the other 
from the navy department.”’ 


WHY SCHLEY DECLINED 
TO SEND BEALL ASHORE 
Recurring to his conversation with Ad- 


miral Sthiey concerning the coal supply 
of the fleet on the 27th, Admiral Cotton 
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said that Admiral Schley had expressed 
great anxiety On that point, such as any 
commander would have felt, he said, un- 
der the circumstances. At this point Mr. 
Raynor referred te the.previous remark 
concerning Goaling in the open sea on the 
27th. He said:

Mr. Raynor attempted to have Admiral 
Cotton say that his conversation with 
Admiral Schiey concerning Lieutenant 
Beall’s proposition to go ashore end com- 
municate with the insurgents had occur- 
red cn the @ist instead of the 27th of 
May. The witness said that this might 
possibly be the case, but that to his best 
recollection the conversation occurred on 
the 27th. My. Raynor explained that Ad- 
miral Schley, had on the 3ilst sent another 
man ashore to communicate with the in- 
surgents, which would explain Admiral 
Schley’s declination of Lieutenant Beall’s 
proposition. 

The witness said that up to May 2th 
he did not know of the presence of the 
Spanish fleet within the harbor at San- 
tiago, nor did he know of any other offi- 
cer who had that information at that 
time, + , 

On redirect examination Admiral Cot- 
ton said he was satisfied that ha had told 
Admiral Schley of Lieutenaut Beall’s 
proposition on the 27th, because he would 
have considered that he was remiss in 
his duty if he had not given the infor- 
mation at the first opportunity. He had 
then had before him the department's 
dispatch to Commodore Schley to ascer- 
tain fhe facts concerning the presence of 
the Spanfsh fleet in the harbor. 


DISPATCH FROM SAMPSON 
NEVER BEFORE PUBLISHED 


Mr. Hanna asked Admiral Cotton con- 
a. dispatches received by him on 
May 2. He _ said he had received a 
dispatch on that. date from Admiral 
Sampson. telling him that the Spanish 
Squadron was at ago and to’ pro- 
ceed there and communicate with Admi- 
ral Schley.

Schley is expdcted May 24 
at Santiago from Cienfuegos. Telegraph 
me from Nicholas Mole to Key West if 
he (they) moves east, and leave letter for 
Schley. Then go to Santiago to meet 
him. I shah e at Cay Francis with 
squadron, If two scouts are available one 
should keep track of the Spanish squad- 
ron.” 


Mr. Raynor here raised the point that 
the document read was a copy and not 
the original. He also called attention to 
the fact that the document had not been 
printed in the official reports of the navy 
department. 

An animated controversy followed in 
which Mr. Raynor commented upon the 
(in his opinion) inacguracy of the de- 
partment reports. He demanded the orig- 
inal dispatch, saying: 

“This is an inquiry and not a prose- 
cution and you are here to protect and 
vindicate Admiral hley as much as 
we are,”’ | 

Ultimately the original cipher dispatch 
was found, and Mr. Raynor then said 
that he would accept the copy which Ad- 
mira] Cotton said had been mads by Lieu- 
tenant Bealj. ae 

At 4:25 Admiral Cotton was excused and 
Captain William (.. Wise, “who was in 
command of-the ary cruiser Yale, 
was called to the witness stand. He told 
of his reconnoitering about Santiago har- 
bor cn May 22, prévfous to the arrival 
of the flying squa ~: He said he had 
fot been able to anything of the 
Spanish fleet. 

WISE INFORMED OTHERS 
BUT NOT ADMIRAL SCHLEY 

Captain” Wise valid that’ when, on May

The court then adjourned until 11 
o’clock tomorrow, saying that it would 
hold only one session tomorrow and would 
take a recess in the afternoon tn order 
to permit those connected with it to at- 
tend the fititieral of Judge Wilson, recent 
fecounsel for Admiral Schley.

Father, Brother and Sister of 
Leon Czolgosz Admitted 
to His Cell. 


SISTER WAS IN TEARS 
BUT ASSASSIN UNMOVED 


He Expressed No Contrititon for His 
Deed and <Asserted That No 
One Else Was Concerned 
in Plot To Kill the 
President. 


———— 


Buffalo, September 2.—Paul, Waldeck 
and Victoria Czolgosz, father, brother 
and sister of Leon Czolgosz, the assas- 
sin of President McKinley, were granted 
an interview with the prisoner in the 
Erie county jail today. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Frederick Haller and As- 
sistant Superintendent of Police P. V. 
Cusack were present under instructions 
of District Attorney Penney throughout 
the interview. 

No other persons will be allowed to 
see the prisoner until after the sen- 
tence of death is imposed tomorrow af- 
ternoon. 

The interview between the assassin 
and his father, brother and sister lasted 
thirty-five minutes, but, no information 
leading to the implication of any one 
else in an anarchist plot to kill the 
president was given by the prisoner. 

“We learned nothing that we did not 
know before,” said Assistant District 
Attorney Haller at the conclusion of the 
conference. 

‘He talked more than he has at any 
previous time, but even to his family he 
was not very communicative.” 

But little of the conversation which 
passed between the members of the 
family could be gleaned. The officials 
said that the conversation was naturally 
such as would occur at such a meeting 
and that it was better to throw the 
mantle of privacy over it. 

However, authoritative announcement 
was made that Czolgosz denied absolute- 
ly that anyone else was concerned in 
the plot to kill the president. He as- 
serted, as he has from the outset, that 
he did the deed alone and unaided, and 
that no other person in the world was 
concerned in the tragedy. 

Several times when-he was pressed to 
tell the true story of the assassination, 
the prisoner repeated the words: 

‘“T did it alone; there was no one 
else.’’ 

The prisoner asked nothing about the 
other members of his family or his 
friends and did not give any evidence 
of sorrow or regret over his act. 

The father and brother were affected, 
naturally, over the meeting, but they 
gave little outward evidence of it. The 
sister cried all of the time, but the 
prisoner gave no evidence of feeling aside 
from saying that he was glad he could 
see them. 

At the end of thirty-five minutes the 
prisoner shook hands with his father 
and brother and his sister’ tearfully 
kissed him goodby. The family returned 
to Cleveland. —

Charleston, 8S. C., September 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—G. Duncan Bellinger, attorney gen- 
eral of South Carclina, whose name has 
been mentioned in connection with the 
race for the United States senate, has 
issued a statement in which he says he 
will not be a candidate.

Gompers and Mitchell Challenge 
Shatfer To Prove Assertions. 

New York, September 2%.—In an open 
letter issued today at the Ashland house 
Samuel Gompers, president of the Amer- 
jean Federation of Labor, and John 
Mitchell, president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, challenged Theo- 
dore J. Shaffer, of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, 
to prove his statements recently made 
against them.

It is proposed, further, that the com- 
mittee shall consist of three membcrs to 
be selected from a long list of union of- 
cers which is given in the letter.

Philadelphia, September 25.—Today’s 
session of the twenty-seventh annual con- 
vention of the Catholic Young Men’s Na- 
tional Union was devoted principally to a 
discussion of the public press. Thomas 
J. Cummin, of the International news 
bureau, read a paper on ‘‘American Jour- 
nalism.”” He said he deplored the ten- 
dency toward sensationalism of the news- 
papers and declared that the assassina- 
tion of President McKinley was due in a 
measure to the inflammatory utterances 
of the press.

There Were Eighteen or Twenty in 
the Party, but Only Miss Stone 
and Her Companion Were

Boston, September 2.—Details of the 
recent capture of Miss Stone, the Amer- 
icban missionary, and one of her helpers 
by brigands in Turkey are given in a 
lettér just received here by the American 
board of commissioners for foreign mis- 
sions.. The facts became known to one 
of the missionaries of the board at 
Samokoo, European Turkey, to whom 
members of the party with whom Miss 
Stone and her assistant, Mrs. Tsilka, 
were traveling when the capture was 
‘made, and who fied on being released 
by the outlaws. They could give no in- 
formation as to where Miss Stone and 
her companion were taken, as the two 
women disappeared in the night. 

' According to the story told by these 
victims, the capture was made at 4 
~p. m. September 3. while Miss Stone and 
Mrs. Tsilka, the wife of an Albanian 
preacher, were traveling with friends 
from Bankko to Djumao. There were 
fifteen or eighteen in the party. The 
bandits confronted them in a narrow 
“valley, strrounded them and comrelled 
them to wade a river and ascend a 
wooded mountain side for about an hour. 
‘There appeared to be about forty brig- 
ands dressed like Turks, but speaking 
‘Good Bulgarian. 

. At length a stopping place was 
‘reached. The next morning Miss Stone 
nd Mrs. Tsilka were missed, and 1% 
Was apparent that the main body of 
the outlaws had departed, leaving only 
a guard. Later this guard compelled the 
captives to give up their watches, money 
and jewelry, after which they disap- 
peared up the mountain, leaving the mis- 
sionaries. 

The authorities did not learn of the 
‘capture until nearly twenty-four hours 
after it had taken place, and it is 

ought this gave the brigands all the 

ance they needed to reach a secure 
hiding place. It is thought that they 
may have entered Bulgaria.

Washington, September 25.—In reply to

Armies of Venezuela and Co- 
lombia Have Been Mob- 
llized on Frontier, 


LIBERALS OF COLOMBIA 
BACKED BY VENEZUELA 


Caracas, Venezuela, Monday, September 
23, via Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, 
September 25.—The correspondent here of 
The Associated Press, in conversation to- 
day with a cabinet minister who request- 
ed that his name be withheld, discussed 
the present situation and was informed 
authoritatively for publication that Ven- 
ezueia had no intention whatever of tak- 
ing aggressive measures against the isth- 
mus or of interfering therein in any way, 
and especially as the United States is so 
directly interested. 

“Venezuela’s differences,’’ added the 
correspondent’s informant, are entirely 
with the Colombian liberals and the Co- 
lombian government and in no way with 
the Colombian people generally. If the 
Colombian iiberals were to triumph to- 
morrow and the conservative government 
fall in consequence, the Venezuela-Co- 
lombian imbroglio would immediately 
cease to exist. The Venezuelan govern- 
ment earnestly desires the downfall of 
the present Colombian government, whica 
menaces Venezuela. If war comes, one 
decisive Yenezuelan victory on the fron- 
tier over the Colombian regulars probs- 
bly will effect the downfall of this gov- 
ernment and so terminate the war. 

“‘“As to the actions of our gunbosts be- 
fore La Hacha during the past month, 
we were only watching Colombia’s move- 
ments. We have not once purposely 
crossed the Colombian frontier. Possibly 
during the recent engagements at Gua- 
juira, our soldiers inadvertently passed 
the indefinite mountain boundary. But 
that {s all, while Colombia has continu- 
ally crossed our frontier. <A fortnight 
ago the Colombian generals, Valencia and 
Verti, and the Venezuelan general, Ran- 
gel Garbiras, decided to invade Vencz- 
uela from Cucuta. We are still awaiting 
the invasion. Eleven thousand Vencz- 
uelan troops and about 8,000 Colombian 
troops are drawn up in two opposite lines 
along the frontier awaiting orders. Some 
trivial incident or unexpected shot may 
start a bloody conflict. 

“The offer of the United States to med- 
fate in the matter was expressed to us 
verbally by the American ministed. Ven- 
ezuela could not accept the offer because 
the answer to our request to Senor Rico 
for an explanation of the invasion has 
not yet been received and matters be- 
tween the two countries have not reacn- 
ed a condition when mediation is possi- 
ble. Further, no state of war has ex- 
isted.”’

Pioneer Citizen Who Was Injured 
Sunday Morning at His Resi- 
dence Is Improving.

Washington, September 25.—(Special.)— 
A sensational romance has just come to 
light at the war department through the 
efforts of a number of prominent citizens 
of Chester, S. C., to prevent President 
Roosevelt from issuing a cOmmission to 
William P. Cranford, who was recently 
appointed a first lieutenant in the reg- 
ular army. ; 

It appears that young Cranford Its a 
member of one of the most aristocratic 
families in the Palmetto State. At the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American war 
he enlisted in one of the South Carolina 
regiments and rendered gallant service 
in Cuba. Later he was appointed a sec- 
ond lieutenant of volunteers and went to 
the Philippines, where he again distin- 
guished himself, and won an appoint- 
ment in the regular army as first lHeu- 
tenant. 

His relatives and friends at his home 
in Chester united in a general testimo- 
nial as to his military, moral and social 
standing, and were only too glad to ap- 
prove the action of the war department 
in recognizing his military qualifications. 
His many advantages of birth, education 
and opportunities, in addition to attract- 
ive personality, made him especially 
popular with the citizens of Chester, and 
especially the yoyng ladies of the exclu- 
sive social set at his home. A _ short 
time ago the announcement of his en- 
gagement to marry one of the most beau- 
tiful and accomplished young ladies was 
formally authorized, and preparations 
for the wedding were made, to take place 
one day last week. The bride’s trousseau 
was completed, the bridesmaids selected, 
the best man and groomsmen chosen, 
and every detail for the wedding feast 
fully arranged. The night before the 
wedding was to have peen solemnized 
Lieutenant Cranford called at the resi- 
dence of his intended bride. He re- 
mained there until about 10 o’clock, and 
suddenly took his departure. He at once 
addressed a brief but polite note to the 
mother of his flancee informing her that 
the marriage would not take place, as 
he had ceased to love her daughter. 

The startling and unexpected breaking 
off of the engagement continues to be a 
mystery to the relatives and friends of 
the bride, and the greatest indignation 
prevails in social, circles at Chester as 
to the actual cause of Lieutenant Cran- 
ford’s ungallant action.

Accident at a Crossing in Columbus 
Last Night. 


CARS AND ENGINE DERAILED 


No Lives Were Lost, but Engineer 
and Fireman Considerably 
Jarred — Macon Train 
Delayed by the~ Ac- 
cident. 


Columbus, Ga., September 25.—(Special.) 
As the incoming Southern passenger train 
from Atlanta was crossing the Central 
of Georgia tracks at Fifteenth street, at 
9 o’clock tonight, it was run into by Cen- 
tral switch engine No. 1102, Engineer H. 
M. Snell in charge. The switch engine 
was backing at the time, drawing a num- 
ber of cars, and the fireman coaling and 
the engineer looking out for signals down 
the Central tracks, neither noticed that 
they were running into the fouthern 
train. 

The engine striujck the cab of the South- 
ern engine, knocking the engine and ten- 
der a foot or so off the track and badly 
twisting the driving rod.

Ownes- 
boro to proceed to protect the property 
of the operators. Hopkins county has 


>-»- for a month been in a state of seige and 


turmoil over the troubles between the 
mine operators and the union. Last No- 
vember the United Mine Workers un- 
Gertook to unionize the mines of Hop- 


‘kins county. Some of the miners went 


Dut, but a majority preferred to continue 
to work for the companies, which were 
paying good wages. Both sides soon 
resorted to force. The union miners es- 
tablished a camp and declared war on 
the scabs. The operators hired guards 
to protect their property. While the 
county officials have used all the means 


@t their hands to preserve peace, nu- 


merous affrays have occurred and dozens 


‘of men have been wounded, but only 
‘two deaths have occurred. 


Two union miners were killed by a 
G@eputy sheriff and a nuniber of guards. 
Indictments were returned and the ac- 
cused parties are now awaiting trial. 
Meanwhile the union miners continued to 
harass the scab miners and tried to keep 


. them from. going to work. 


Many of the non-union miners are 
megroes. Miners’ boarding houses have 
been riddled with bullets and blown up 
with dynamite. Both sides have repeat- 
edly fired on one another. Last week 
the union forces, several hundred strong. 
ucceeded in getting between the miners 
eae the Reinecke plant and drove the 
miners who were on the way to work 


- back at the point of winchesters and 


shotguns. The trouble grew so serious 
that troops were called out last week 
i\and kept waiting several days, but have 
mot been ordered to the scene pending 
the report of the inspector which came 
today. He says the situation is critical 
and that the lawless elements are dan- 


gerous. 
PLUNGED INTO HEAD SEAS. 


Rough Passage of the Steamer Kron 

. Pring Wilhelm. 

New York, September 25.—The new 
twin screw steamer Kron Prinz Wilhelm 
arrived in port today. She left Bremen 
on September 17 and Southampton and 
‘Cherbourg the 18th. From the time of 
‘Jeaving Cherbourg the huge _ steamer 
plunged into head seas with heavy south- 
westerly gales. The sea broke over the 
steamer’s bow, smashing the forward 
rails, stove in the deck house and let 
the water In the forward saloons. A 
companion way was smashed also. 

The weather was so rough the steamer 
was obliged to run under reduced speed 
for three days and a half. The screws 
were reduced to fifty revolutions... Aha 
great steamer was unable under thes® 
conditions to make any attempt at record 
breaking. and most of the time only 
9,500 horse power was used. However. 
the speed increased when the weather 
moderated, and on the 23d she made 
664 knots and the 24th she made 57. 
knots, which the chief engineer claim: 
té be the best day’s run ever made on ar. 
initial voyage. ‘ 

‘The time of passage was six days, 
ten hours, fifteen minutes. Total dis- 
tance, 3,445 knots; average speed per 
hour, 19.74 knots.

MEET DURING VACATION. 
OF THE LEGISLATURE 


Will Have the Authority of a Court 
of Justice with Power To Pun-

Austin, Tex., September 25.—(Special.)— 
In compliance with the governor’s recom- 
mendation to have an investigation of all 
state departments and state institutions, 
the senate yesterday passed a concur- 
rent resolution providing for a joint com- 
mittee of nine, to be composed of four 
senators and five members of the house, 
to conduct tInvestigations. It is intended 
that this committee shall meet during the 
vacation of the legislature and be em- 
powered with all the authority of a 
court of justice. Its duties will be to in- 
vestigate every state department and in- 
stitution and to report their findings to 
the governor at the next legislature. The 
committee is to meet at the call of the 
chairman. The members are to recelve 
$5 per day for their services during the 
time of the session in addition to th@¢ir 
traveling expenses in junketing from 
point to point. The committee is limited 
to 120 days to do {ts work. All witnesses 
summoned before the committee shall re- 
ceive a fee and per diem, the same as in 
felony cases. Ten thousand dollars was 
appropriated to provide for the expenses 
of this committee. 

The committee is also empowered to 
punish for contempt any person who re- 
fuses to obey its summons and appear 
before it.

FINE VESSEL AT BRUNSWICK. 


Tug Boat Vigilant Saluted as She 
Steams Up the Bay. 
Brunswick, Ga., September 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)}\—The handsome new tug boat, Vigi- 
lant, which is about the finest thing ever 
seen in these waters, has arrived from 
Philadelphia in charge of Captain Van 
Avery, the noted navigator, who had 
charge of the Associated Press boat Cyn- 
thia during the Spanish-American war. 
The arrival of this magnificent piece of 
floating fiull and machinery was noted 
by a tremendous saluting of all the steam 
crafts in the bay and all the steam en- 
gines that line the water front, and her 
being fhus heralded attrapted a large 
crowd of citizens to the docks who had 
been looking for her arrival to be an- 
nounced by just such salutes. The Vig- 
jflant is 120 feet long and 22.5 feet in 
breadth of beam.

Her engines are 
triple expansion and she is equipped with 
an evaporator for making fresh water 
out of salt, with a late patent steam con- 
denser, wrecking and fire pumps, and the 
latest in full electric plants with an im- 
mense searchlight. Her horsepower is 
800 and she will make 12 knots on an 
average, although her trial showed 13 1-3. 
Every part of the vessel is modern and in 
her state room and other appointments 
she resembles a fine wacht. The Vigilant 
was built for the South Atlantic Towing 
Company, original owners of the famous 
fug Dauntless, and they have excelled 
themselves in the plans made for this 
newest of their several possessions in

The public 
Square was full of people anxious to see 
the appearance of the business portion of 
the town as it sparkled with its numerous 
lights. All of the public and business 
houses have lights and most of the resi- 
dences. 

Covington has taken on new vim in the 
past year, and is rapidly building up and 
making improvements. 

The Covington Telephone Company has 
just completed its local exchange, with 
over a hundred subscribers, and is giving 
the people here the best telephone service 
they have ever had. This was organize® 
by the business men of Covington, and all 
the capital is local. 

Covington now has the two local tele- 
phone exchanges, the Southern Bell and 
the Covington Telephone Company, beth 
of which have a full list of subscribers.

ALABAMA NEGROES GATHER. 


OD 
Convention at: Birmingham Began 
Yesterday—Speech of Chairman. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—A state convention of negroes was 
held here today to take action looking 

to the preservation of the rights of 
colored citizenship” at the forthcoming 
election, which is to determine whether 
or not @ new constitution shall be rati- 
fied. When the convention was called to 
order at Union hall, shortly after noon, 
Over 100 negroes were present, among 
them being a number of the most promi- 
nent leaders of the race in the state. A. 
N. Johnson, a prominent negro leader 
from Mobile, presided over the gathering. 
In assuming the chair, Johnson said that 
the convention had met with malice for 
none and charity for all. He continued: 

‘“‘We meet here before the flowers are 
dead upon the grave of the greatest pres- 
ident the country has ever known since 
Lincoln. I remember when Jefferson Da- 
vis, the only president of the confeder- 
acy, died. There was no such grief in the 
south as upon the death of Mr. McKinley. 
So it is appropriate that we should have 
no malice on this occasion. The white 
men remind me of the little Mzard which 
changes color from time to time. We 
See General Shelley at one time as the 
chief of alleged ballot box stuffers and 
now we see him against the new consti- 
tution, but we will not be deceived. 

“This is not a fight for the republican 
party,’’ continued Johnson, “but it is a 
fight for life on the part of the negro. 
We have been cut off from the republican 
party. There is scarcely a negro in Ala- 
bama holding office. Let us not fight any 
faction of the white men, but let it be 
known that we insist upon the ‘rights of 
our race. Let us appoint the necessary 
committees and raise money to take the 
matter to the supreme court of the 
United States, and, if we fail there, then 
we can take up our bed and go to a more 
congenial clime. There are sections 
which want our services and are ready to 
pay for them. Just so sure as this thing 
carries and stands, we will go. We can 
go to the west, to Cuba, the Philippines 
or elsewhere and can make a country for 
ourselves.’’ 

Johnson’s speech was received with 
great enthusiasm. 8S. L. Brooks, of Pratt 
City, was elected secretary of the con- 
vention. H. V. Cashin introduced a res- 
olution of regret at the death of Presi- 
dent McKinley, which was adopted. A 
committee on resolutions was appointed 
and pending its report the convention re- 
cessed.

STARTED WIFE TO ATLANTA 


Her Husband Gave Her One Dollar, 
All He Had—Placed Her on 
Train and He Walked. 
‘How She Was Sent from 
Place to Place. 


Cathoun, Ga., September 25.—(Special.)— 
A pitiable story came to light here Sun- 
day night—one with a sad tinge of suf- 
fering and devotion seldom equaled. 

Back in Tennessee, George Covington, 
& carpenter, and his wife lived in a lit- 
tle cottage in the town of Clarksville. 
Work gave out and George had to take 
odd jobs at any kind of work he could 
get. Life moved along happily with the 
couple until one day George’s wife was 
dangerously burned. She had an epilep- 
tic fit (to which she was an unhappy suf- 
ferer) and fell Into the fire. Before she 
could be rescued she was burned so badly 
that the flesh, to a great extent, came 
off from her knees down to and including 
her feet. The burns were never healed 
and have to be dressed daily by the faith- 
ful husband. He has a brother in At- 
lanta and the idea struck him that if he 
could take his wife down there, probably 
she could be cured. So several days ago 
the couple started for Atlanta. Coving- 
ton took his wife over to Cohutta station 
and, having only one dollar, he bought a 
ticket for his wife’s passage to Dalton 
and gave her the balance of the amount, 
with the exception of 20 cents, which he 
retained. He put her on the train, tell- 
ing her to wait at Walton for him and 
he would get there just as soon as he 
could walk the distance. His wife arrived 
at Dalton Saturday morning. She had 
not been in the waiting room at the de- 
pot many minutes before an officer came 
to her. She told him about her husband, 
who was following on behind, and of her 
condition, and asked the privilege of stay- 
ing at the station that night, provided her 
husband did not arrive before 
sundown. The officer, so it is 
said, left her for several hours, and 
just before the southbound train was due, 
came to her with a ticket to Calhoun, 
which had been furnished by the Dalton 
authorities, and told her she would have 
to leave on the next train. She protested 
against leaving until her husband ar- 
rived, but without avail. She was assist- 
ed onto the train, hardly being able to 
get along on her crutches, and arrived in 
Calhoun Saturday afternoon. 

Mayor Hillhouse soon learned that she 
was here and that she had been sent 
down by the Dalton authorities. He im- 
mediately bought a ticket and had her 
sent back to Dalton on the next train. 
After arriving at Dalton, the officials 
there sent her to Rome on the midnight 
train over the Southern railway. 

In the meantime the husband was toil- 
ing along the long stretch of railway be- 
tween Cohutta and Dalton. He arrived 
at Dalton Saturday evening and was told 
that his wife. was in Calhoun. He re- 
mained in Dalton overnight and Sunday 
morning started out and reached Cal- 
houn that aftternoon, only to learn that 
his wife had been sent back to Dalton 
and from there to Rome. Though over- 
come by hunger and travel, his anxiety 
for his wife was so great that he started 
to walk to Rome, when some of the 
group that had gathered around him vol- 
unteered to assist him if he would re- 
main until morning. In the meantime 
Rome was wired to send Mrs. Covington 
over to Kingston to meet her husband. 
No answer was received from Rome, but 
her husband was sent to Kingston on the 
early morning train Monday. Reaching 
Kingston, Covington could hear nothing 
of his wife, and walked on to Rome, onbky 
to find that two hours before she had 
been sent to Atlanta by the Rome offi- 
cials. Not knowing what to do, and hav- 
ing no money, he tramped back to King- 
ston Tuesday afternoon. Here he sat on 
the depot steps and wept. Bystanders 
gave him money to pay his fare to At- 
lanta. It is not known whether husband 
and wife have been reunited, but it is 
hoped so. 


HENRY HURT SHOT JOE GREEN 


Difficulty in Greenville, S. C., Tues- 
day Night. 

Greenville, 8S. C., September 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Last night about midnight Henry 
Hurt shot and possibly fatally wounded 
Joe Green in a house of ill fame. The 
two young men were friends and went 
to the house together. Green had been 
drinking during the night and was con- 
siderably under the influence of liquor. 
He got very boisterous and, began curs- 
ing and abusing the Smith woman, who 
lived in the house. His friend, Hurt, 
who was sober, tried to quiet him and 
prevent a difficulty in the house.

FUNERAL OF COLONEL POWER. 


Hundreds of Distinguished Missis- 
sippians Attended It.

The funeral of the late Secretary of 
State J. L. Power took place from the 
First Presbyterian church in this city 
at 4 o'clock’ this afternoon.

The his 
toric old structure within the walls of 
which the distinguished dead had con- 
tributed so much to Mississippi's history, 
was swathed in mourning, and hundreds 
of floral tributes sent from all parts of 
the state were heaped about the casket.

At 4 o’clock the remains were turned 
over to the grand officers of the Masonic 
fraternity, of which Colonel Power was 
grand secretary, and conveyed to the 
First Presbyterian church, where the im- 
pressive funeral services took place.

President Roosevelt’s Wisdom. 

The wisdom of President Roosevelt 
in refusing to establish customs of 
espionage growing out of national 
nervousness cannot be too highly in 
dorsed. 

The traitor and the criminal are the 
exceptions in the United States. Con- 
servatism and loyalty are normal. 
The crime by which the late president 
lost his life was but the act of an in- 
dividual. His sympathizers are so in- 
considerable that, while they should 
be watched, they should not be mag- 
nifiled. The country is made for the 
whole people, and the president 
should live as one of the people—safe 
in the common sense of right and 
duty. A nervous man in Roosevelt’s 
place might fasten upon the country 
a most odious burden, separating the 
people from their chosen chief. 

It is fortunate, therefore, that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is a man of clear 
brain and steady nerve. The Balti- 
more American remarks: . 

The temptation to strike is greater to 
one of these abnormal creatures when a 
high dignitary is surrounded by a crowd 
and carefully guarded than when he is a 
perfectly free agent. This seems to be 
indicated by the majority of these trage- 
dies. The flend has rarely sought his vic- 
tim in secluded walks; rather when he 
was under the flerce glare of publicity. 

The reason for it will be found in the 
infinite conceit or egotism of the assas- 
sin. It outweighs all the other qualities 
he possesses. To commit a diabolical act 
which an immense body of people can 
witness or learn of ina moment is to him 
the acme of felicity. Of course, the pres- 
ence of guards heightens his ecstacy. It 
might be prudent for the president at any 
great outpouring of the people to observe 
the usual precautions; indeed, he owes 
this to the country; but it will be an evil 
day when the chief magistrate of a free 
people cannot Walk the streets or per- 


| form his usual avocations without the re- 


straints which are considered necessary 
at some of the European courts. 


The same view is emphasized by 
Cardinal Gibbons when he says: 

Let the president continue to move 
among his people and take them by the 
hand. The most effective way to stop 
such erimes is to inspire the rising gene- 
ratign with greater reveretice for the 
constituted authorities and a greater hor- 
ror for any insult or injury to their per- 
sons. All seditious language should be 
suppressed. Incendiary speech is too often 
an incentive toe criminal acts on the part 
of many to whom the transition from 
words to deeds is easy.

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The Cost of Strikes. 
There is always more involved in a 
labor strike than the mere suspension 
of wages. 

The steel strike is over, but its con- 
sequences remain. The waste of 
strikes is demonstrated in the statis-’ 
tics given out by the experts who have 
investigated the steel trouble. It is 
estimated that $10,000,000 was lost in 
wages and $15,000,000 in earnings by 
the manufacturers. The indirect 
losses that come to collateral indus- 
tries and to retailers who lost their 
trade would make the aggregate a ter- 
rific sum. The greatest’ sufferers, 
however, were not the 10,000 Amailga- 
mated association members who 
struck, but the 60,000-odd other labor- 
ers who had no part or lot in the 
strike, but whose work had to be: sus- 
pended because the skilled mechanics 
withdrew. Many of these will not rid 
themselves for a year of the debt thus 
incurred and resultant privations will 
long afflict them. 

The condition is pitiable, indeed, 
and emphasizes the necessity of con- 
servatism when abandonment of work 
is suggested.

Pleased with Rixey’s Promotion. 
(From The Richmond Dispatch.) 
Virginians generally will doubtless be 
pleased by the announcement from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that he will promote Med- 
ical Inspector Pressley Marion Rixey to 
be surgeon general of the navy, to suc- 
ceed Dr. Van Reynen, soon to be retired. 
As heretofore stated in The Dispatch, 
Dr. Rixey is a Virginian, and a brother 
of Congressman John F. Rixey, of the 
eighth district. Dr. Rixey was born at 
Culpepper forty-nine years ago, and re- 
ceived his professional education at the 
University of Virginia, from which he 
was graduated in 1873. He entered the 
naval service the following year, anid has 
continued therein for twenty-seven years. 
He was detailed to attend President Mc- 
Kinley and wife three years ago, and 
was Mrs. McKinley’s physician during 
her long and at one time critical iliness. 
Later he was with the president from 
the time he was shot until he died, and 
has been the devoted medical attendant 
of Mrs. McKinley ever sincé.

In order that 
employees of the dispensaries may run 
them wide open without violating the 
statute a fiction of law has been devised 
by which they will be regarded as the 
servants of the customers who buy drinks 
not of the state which selis the drinks. 
This is a display of southern hospitality 
quite like that of olden times, when the 
host set out the whisky bottle and turn- 
ed his back so that he could not see how 
much his guest turned out for a drink.

An interesting item in our-Concord cor- 
respondence this morning tells of the 
observation h- Dr. @: C. Herring that a 
South Carolina congressman, Hon. James 
Overstreet, is buried {n Union cemetery 
near China Grove, this state. He died 
while on his way home from Washington 
or May 17, 1822, and it is recorded on 
his tombstone that he was an uncom- 
promising republican. There in the old 
graveyard lies a forgotten man. It 
would be a matter of somé interest to 
know why his remains were never sent 
home, but were interred, so to speak, 
by the wayside where he fell. Perhaps 


some of our South Carolina contempora- 
ries can tell us. 


The South’s Railroad Progress. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

The recent second annual session at 
Asheville, N. C., of southern railroad com- 
missioners was attended by the represen- 
tatives of the twelve southern states. As 
recently as 1885 the railroads of the six 
southern Atlantic states of Virginia, 
North and South Carolina, West Virginia, 
Georgia and Florida carried in a year 
only one-third as migch freight as was 
carried in the same periods in the single 
state of Pennsylvania, and at the same 
time the passenger earnings of the rail- 
roads of these six states with Alabama, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky, Louls- 
lana and Arkansas added, had, even at 
the higher passenger rates charged in the 
south, smaller earnings from passenger 
traffic collectively than the six states of 
New England. 

By the last report of the interstate com- 
merce commissioners, it was shown that 
of the three states which stood at the 
head of the list in recent railroad build- 
ing, two, Georgia and Arkansas, Were in 
the south, and at the present time Geor- 
gia has more than double the railroad 
mileage of Massachusetts, and Arkansas 


three times as much as Connecticut. Ala- 
bama has nearly one-half the railroad 


mileage of New York, and even North 
Carolina, long a laggard state in railroad 
development, has a total mileage 50 per 
cent greater than that of New Jersey, in 
many parts of which the railroads consti- 
tute almost a network of lines. T'ndoubt- 
edly the great developmé@nft of the coal, : 
iron and phosphate interests of the south 
have had much to do with the improve- 
ment of the raflroad service in southérn 
states, and the development of a new 
market in the west for the fruit products 
of the lower Mississippi valley has been 
a contributing cause, too. But the rail- 
road growth in southern states ts ascrib- 
able to no single cause. It is due to a 
better understanding of the requirements 
of these states and to the improvements 
in railroad building, in railroad operation 
and in the adjustment of the financial 
problems which has become a part of 
railroad business. 


What Georgia Is Doing. 
(From The Nashville American.) 

Prosperity of the southern railroads is 
an evidence of the prosperity of the 
southern people. The Georgia Central 
road has let contracts for 2,500 freight 
ears of various kinds, and it is expected 
to have these completed during the pres- 
ent year. They will be used largely on 
the southern lines of the system, and will 
include 1,500 box cars, 300 refrigerator 
care and 300 furniture cars. Business is 
increasing all along the line of this road, 
or there would be no need of new cars to 
haul freight.

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SPEECH 


LUCIAN L. KNIGHT’S 


ON M’KINLEY 


There has been such a universal de- 
mand for the specch of Lucian L Knight, 
delivered at the McKinley memorial meet- 
ing, that The Constitution takes pleasure 
in presenting it, as follows: 


Once more has the assassin’s bullet, aimed at 
the breast of the nation’s chief executive. 
spread grief and gicom throughont our borders 
and wrung from liberty the cry of anguish: 
‘“‘How long shall this republic be -imperiled 
by miscreants from beyond the seas!”’ 

No ordinary cause, my fellow citizens, has 
brought us here today where the emblems of 
bereavement displayed on every hand be- 
token an unaccustemed sorrow. With eighty 
millions of onr countrymen we mourn today 
the loss of an illustrious leader who ifn the 
exalted chair of president guided with firm 
hand and clear brain and patriotic heart the 
destinies of this republic: who, rising above 
the claims of party and the interests of sec- 
tion, became in fact as well as in theory the 
president of the people: who led us with In- 
creased prestige through the perils of an 
armed conflict in which the blue and the gray 
were united in comradeship under the folds of 
Old Glory: who, stricken down in an evil 
hour by the assassin’s bullet, lingered upon 
the couch of suffering long enough to behold 
the north and the south like the sisters of 
Bethany kneeling about his prostrate form: and 
who today, in the republic’s lap at Canton, 
sleeps with the martyr’s crown upon him, wet 
with the dews of the republic’s tears! 

Like our own immortal fellow citizen whose 
spirit Novers over us today, he perished upon 
the altar of his country that peace might 
reign in the hearts of his countrymen. It is 
strange, therefore, my fellow citizens, that at 
the impulse of bereavement we should hang 
our harps upon the willows while we gather in 
this place to speak of him who, higher than 
king or kaiser towered in manhood’s simple 
majesty—the republic’s foremost citizen. 

Though reared in the school of politics whose 
teachings and traditions have led me to 
differ widely with many of the tenets which 
his party taught him, it becomes me in this 
hovr of chastened animosities to declare in 
candid tutterance that the wisdom of states- 
manship and the fervor of patriotism were 
united in the policies of his administration 
and that the logic of events justifies us in ap- 
plying to our martyred president the lines 
which England’s laureate has dedicated to his 
fovereign, that— 


‘Statesmen at his counsels met 
Who knew the seasons when to take 
Occasion by the hand and make 

The bounds of freedom wider yet.’’ 


Great in the attributes of renius which made 
him prominent among the favored sons of for- 
tune, he was greater still in the amiabilities 
of character which brought him in sympathetic 
touch with all his kind and enabled him with 


winning éloquence to advocate the petitions 


of the weak in the counsel chambers of the 
strong. If we search for the secret of the mar- 
velous influence which he exercised upon the 
fortunes of his party and the conduct of his 
feHow men, we find it In the spirit which made 
him like unto Sir Gallahad, whose ‘strength 
was as the strength of ten because his heart 
was pure.”” Of him it may be said, in the 
words which another has spoken of Lamar: 
‘In the silken glove of courtgsy he clothed 
the fron grip of honor.’’ No double code of 
morals Was neejed to reconcile his public with 
his private Iffe, for in his personal relations as 
in his party politics he squared his conduct by 
the single standard of the golden rule. In 
the tender reverence which he felt for woman- 
kind, as embodied in the gentle helpmeet who 
walked beside him for so many years, he bore 
himself with all the chivalry of the Horseshoe 
Knights, and today at every fireside of the re- 
public he is loved and honored less because 
of the achievements of the statesman than 
because he ‘‘bore without abuse the grand old

name of gentleman.’ Did I not feel that 
in some higher sphere which love divine has 
fitted up for ransomed and immorta! spirits his 
eyes had opened to the light again, I might 
almost fancy that, like good King Arthur, he 
had passed to the island valley of Avillion— 


‘Where falls not hail nor rain nor any snow, 

Nor ever wind blows loudly, but it lies 

Deep-meadowed, happy, fair, with orchard 
lawns, 

And bowery hollows crowned with summer 
sea.’’ 


But we are not compelled today, my coun- 
trymen, to draw upon mythology or supersti- 
tion for scenes in which to picture the felicity 
which becomes at death the portion of the pure 
in heart. Faith's holy jamp burned brightly 


in the soul of our lamented chieftain. Not his 
the dogma of the arrant atheist who contra- 
dicts the testimony of the universe and thun- 
ders out “‘there is no God."* Not Bis the phil- 
osophy of the Blind agnostic who faltering 
through the shadows vaguely says “I do not 
know.’’ But rather his the reach of vision 
which, rising above the clouds of darkness 
which hedge our little planet, looks out with 
the eagle’s eyes into the vast infinitude of stars 
and finds that the forces which govern men 
and matter proceed from the edicts of Jeho- 
vah’s throne! Not unto Baal were his sac- 
rifices offered, but unto Isracl’s and Elijdh’'s 
God: and the faith which filled his heart when 
he stood upon the heights of the loftiest emi- 
nence on earth was the faith which at the 
altar of parental love whispers from the Iips 
of childhood, ‘‘Now I lay me down to sleep.’’ 
and which above the couch of death fashions 
the prayer of the departing saint: ‘‘Nearer, 
My God, to Thee.’"’ From the bedside of our 
martyred president let the youth of America 
learn anew the lesson of faith! 

Bowed down In the shadow of this great be- 
reavement, our sense of loss intensifies our 
sense of brotherhood, and more and more the 
conviction grows upon us that while in politics 
cur creeds may differ, yet in the elements of 
strength which underlie our government as in 
the ties of crimson which bind our hearts to- 
gether we are brethren ‘‘to the manner born’’ 
and our destiny is one forever. 

Happy are we, Mr. Chairman, that from our 
soil have sprung so many peacemakers whose 
mission it has been to rebuke the animosities 
of strife and to hea] the wounds of war. Over 
the bier of Charles Sumner we have heard 
the fervent plea of L. Q. C. Lamar: ‘My 
countrymen, let us know one another ard we 
will love one another.’’ From the lips of Ben- 
jamin H. Hill we have caught the words of 
patriotism which his eloquence has made tm- 
mortal: ‘‘We are in the house of our fathers 
and we are here to stay, thank God.” Agatn, 
the message of Grady is borne to our ears from 
Plymouth Rock: ‘This hour little needs the 
loyalty which is loyal to one section and yet 
holds the other in enduring suspicion and es- 
trangement. Give us the loyalty which loves 
and trusts Georgia alike with Massachusetts 
and which endears with equal and patriotic 
pride every foot of our soil 
with that of every other state in our 
union.’”’ On this list of peacemakers  iet 
us place the name of him who in the capital of 
Georgia destroyed the last vestige of sectional 
hate when he proposed that the federal gov- 
ernment should join with us in caring for the 
graves of our confederate dead. Let us pray 
that the spirit which ennobled his utterance 
may animate his countrymen of every section 
until finally through them the world shall 
learn in the words of Holy Writ that ‘‘love 
is the fulfilling of the law.’’ Then will battle. 
ships no longer plow the seas and standing 
armies keep perpetual vigil on the _ shores. 
Peace will temple every clime. Peace will 
sweeten every breeze. Peace will hallow every 
hearthstone. And then will Timrod's prayer 
be answered: 


‘‘Peace, God of Peace. peace; peace in al] our 


homes, 
And peace in all our hearts.”’

QUADRENNIAL OR BIENNIAL? 


Debate on Legislative Sessions Con- 
tinued in Convention. 
Richmond, Va., September 25.—The con- 


debate upon the questfon 6f quadrennial 
or biennial sessions of the general as- 
sembly. Judge Hancock, of Chesterfield, 
was unalterably opposed to quadrennial 
sessions. It was an innovation that 
would prove unfair to the people of 
Virginia. 

Delegate Brown, of Bedford, made a 
brief explanation of his views in favor 
of biennial sessions. His remarks elic- 
ited applause. 

Mr. Stebbins, of Halifax, said business 
men would be satisfied with quadrennial 
sessions, believing that. economy dictated 
that the number of elections should also 
be reduced. 

Mr. Brown, of Bedford, said the pres- 
ent danger was that the restrictions be- 
ing ~**-~mpted upon the legislature would 
result in blocking legislation. He op- 
posed quadrennial sessions because he 
thought the experiment might prove too 
costly in more ways than one. 

Mr. Stebbins advocated quadrennial ses- 
sions as being the most economical, and 
in harmony with the recommendations 
of other committees in providing elec- 
tions every four years for city, town and 
county officers. 

Mr. Hatton. of Portsmouth, opposed 
quadrennial sessions of the legislature 
on the ground that it was establishing 
a principle that was subversive of the 
fundamental doctrine of a representative 
form of government. 

Mr. Eggleston, of Charlotte, doubted 
whether the theory of economy_as ad- 
vanced by the committee would be real 
ized were the report adopted. 

The committee on education today 
adopted the proposition to cut off all 
state appropriations for institutions of 
learning not wholly under the control of 
the state. except the William and Mary 
college, Williamsburg, which {1s left in 

aands of the legislature. 


BLALOCK SUCCEEDS WEBSTER. 


Announcemnt Wi.l1 Be Made in «4 


Few Days of Change of Collector. 
Charleston, 8. C., September 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Private -telegraphic advices were 
received here from Washington today to 
the effect that L. W. Blalock, an old-line 
republican, had been appointed collector 
of internal revenue, to succeed Boss Web- 
ster. The formal annotncement of the 
appointment, however, will be delayed for 
several days. Blalock does not represent 
the McLaurin white republicans. To pre- 
vent a clash between the two sections, it 
was agreed to appoint District Attorney 
Capers, a McLaurin republican, on the 
national republican committee, which had 
also been held by Webster. Last night 
and today the local republicans held 
heated conferences here, at which they 
entered a violent protest against Capers. 
This was the first outward sign from the 
republicans that they are not in sympa- 
thy with the McLaurin movement. 


FINCH CAN SELL PART OF IT. 


Compromise Effected in the Fight 
for Swamp Lands. 

Raleigh, N. C., September 25.—(Special.) 
H. 8. Finch, of Charlotte, has an option, 
given by the present administration, on 
the state’s swamp lands, 600,000 acres, at 
least, at 50 cents an acre. He made a 
fight to hold it, and then proposed a 
compromise, which would give him the 
right to sell 73,000 actes. A compromise 
is at last effected, however, by which he 
gives up his option in consideration of 
the state’s signing deeds for 4,300 acres 
in Tyrrell and giving him the right to 


+ gell 7,300 acres more in that county. 


Cranberries in North Carolina. 
Raleigh, N. C., September 25.—(Special.) 
The state engineer says he finds in the 
state’s lands in Tyrrell.a 3,000 acre cran- 
berry bog. The plants were put there a 
number of years agé by New Jersey peo- 
ple and have increased remarkably.

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UNEASY ABOUT CASHIER TODD 


He Wanders Off from Home While 
7 Mentally Deranged. 

Decatur, Ala., September 25.—(Special.) 
The whole city was thrown into conster- 
nation when it became generally known 
today that Cashier Charles A. Todd, cf 
the Tfuisville and Nashville freight de- 
partment, had mysteriously disappeared, 
leaving no trace of his whereabouts. His 
heartbroken wife believes he has become 
mentally aberrated from overwork and 
physical suffering and wandered off. Tha 
circumstances of Mr, Todd's disappear- 
ance indicate strongly that such a theory 
is the correct one. His books he left in 
perfect shape and there is not a shadow 
of suspicion upon his integrity. He has 
served the company long and well and 
was entirely trusted by them. He disap- 
peared between 10 o'clock Sunday night 
and 1a.m. Monday. He had carried his 
books home and worked on them until 10 
o’clock, assisted by his wife, when she 
retired. Mra. Todd awoke at 1 o’clock 
and found her husband gone. She de- 
sired to keep his disappearance from puba 
licity a while in hopes he would return. 
Mr. Todd had for a long time been an 
intense sufferer with his head, being the 
effect of an attack of meningitis some 
time ago. Mr. Todd is described as hav- 
ing black hair dnd slightly thin; dark 
brown eyes, full mustache and grays 
brunette complexion, a little inclined to 
sallowness: he wore a coat and vest of 
gray material, very heavy goods; coat cut 
equare, coat had stamp of Montgomery, 
Ward & Co. on inside: brown woolen cap, 
black mackintosh coat, good one; pants 
gray with black thread; weight about 1503 
age about 59: suffers Intensely with head 
very slow of speech, and precise, low 
tones: has large bunch of veins from ecice- 
tical rheumatism on lower left leg: scar 
about 3 inches long extending neariv 
across pectoral muscle on the arm, caused 
by knife wound. (Mrs. Todd does not re- 
member which arm scar was on.)

$1.000,000. It is estimated that it will take 
several years to complete the work of 
rock ballasting the entire system. The 
machine being used in North Carolina 
crushed 1,000 tons of rock a day. Over 
1,500 tons of rock are to be used to every 
mile of track. The work of ballasting the 
road in Virginia is to begin at once, and 
will be pushed forward as rapidly as 
possible. 


The Pistol Offense. 
(From The Augusta Chronicle.) 

A pistol is a weapon of offense more 
often than of defense, and its possession 
is a fruitfidl source of difficulty. A man 
is placing himself in position to violate 
law and do damage to life and limb 
when he puts a pistol in his pocket. It

ENDS HOT CAMPAIGN 


Opponents of Competition Can- 
. Gidales Spoke at Grand 
Last Wight 

LIVELY QUESTION 


BRINGS QUICK ANSWER 


Those Who Spoke Were Nearly All 
Candidates Opposing the Men 
Who Have Championed 
Competition—J. EB. Mad- 
dox Presided. 


A crowd of 1,000 citizens assembled at 
the Grand opera house last night to hear 
speeches from candidates who claim to 
be running against the ‘competition’ 
ticket and in the interest of Atlanta.

The large audience, probably the larg- 
est that has assembled since the cam- 
paign begat; and the happy hits of the 
speakers made the meeting one of the 
best of the campaign. 

The best speech of the evening was 
made by Donald Bain, candidate from 
the sixth ward. He spoke in a plain, 
blunt Scotch way and was time and 
again applauded by the audience. 

Maddox Was Chairman. 

The fact that ex-Councilman J. E. 
Maddox acted as chairman of the meet- 
ing was contidered appropriate, since 
Mr. Maddox recently withdrew from the 
race for alderman in the fourth ward, 
leaving Mr. Terry, the alleged compe- 
tition candidate, without opposition. 

Chairman Maddox said that the can- 
didates who would speak were not the 
representatives of ring or corporation, 
and would, if elected, be fn a position 
to carry out the wishes of the ncople.

Hs 
was against the sale of the water works 
and in favor of increasing the wages 
of all city employees where the wages 
had been reduced.

He 
spoke against monopolies and said he 
was nunning solely as a candidate for 
Atlanta. ce 

Mr. Mac. Turner, candidate for council 
from the fourth ward, was next intro- 
duced and he made a strong appeal for 
the people to vote against any ticket 
of men who represented any monoply. 


Fifth Ward Candidate. 


Dan Walraven, candidate for council 
from the fifth ward, spoke on the issues 
of the campaign, stating that he was 
only for the interests of Atlanta. 

Don Bain, candidate from the sixth 
ward, made a felicitous speech. He said 
it was his maiden speech before a public 
audience. He was the candidate of no 
man or corporation and only wanted to 
eérve the city from his ward. 

Captain James F. O'Neill closed the 
speeches of the evening. While he wa: 
addréssing the audience J. 8. Cohen. 
managing editor of The Journal, arose 
and said:

RECORD IS MADE 
IN ATTENDANCE 


Captain Hall Says 450 Is a 
Conservative Estimate. 
May Go to 500. 


JANIE SWANN DORMITORY 
COMPLETE AND FURNISHED 


Dormitory Capacity Now 200—Ev- 
ery Place Is Filled—Many Im- 
provements in Buildings 
' and Equipment—Foot- 
ball Prospects. 


The Georgia School of Technology be- 
gan yesterday the fall term of what from 
all appearan¢es will be the most success- 


ful year in its history. The attendance is 
larger than ever before and the school is 
in every way better equipped for the ac- 
commodation of students than it has been 
at any time in the past. 

The attendance will at the lowest figure 
be 450, but it is thought that it will be a 
very hard matter to keep it below the 500 
mark. Speaking of the attendance, Cap- 
tain Hall said to a representative of The 
Constitution yesterday: 

“The attendance will range somewhere 
between 450 and 500. I hope that it will 
not not go over 600, as we are not pre- 
pared to handle a greater number. It will 
be impossible to tell the exact number in 
attendance for several days, but I feel 
that my estimate is quite a conservative 
one. At the close of the last term we had 
350 undergraduates, and I am certain that 
at least 300 of these will return. Over 175 
new men are now taking the examina- 
tions. The requirements are well known, 
and judging from past experience at least 
150 of these will gain entrance to the 
school. With us it is no tonger a matter 
of getting a large attendance, but of pro- 
viding proper instruction for those that 
we have.” 

The new Janie Swann dormitory has 
been completed and furnished. Captain 
Hall considers it the finest dormitory in 
the southern states. The use of this bufld- 
ing raises the dormitory capacity of the 
institution to 200. Every place in the 
dormitories has already been filled. Be- 
sides the Atlanta bovs who attend and 
those who board in the city, boys attend 
the school from towns all around At- 
lanta within a radius of 25 miles. 

Regular Work on Monday. 

Examinations will continue the remain- 
der of this week. The regular work will 
not commence until Monday, although 
dormitory rules went into effect Tuesday 
night. <A large part of the old students 
have not yet returned, as there is no ne- 
cessity of their being here before Monday. 

The new drawing room has been com- 
pleted and is now ready for use. This is 
considered one of the greatest improve- 
ments at the Tech. The room is lighted 
according to scientific principles and is in 
every way fitted to give good service. The 
use of the chapel as a drawing room will 
consequently cease. 

Several new features will be Introduced 
into the work of the school this vear. Pro- 
fessor Floyd Charles Furlow has just. re- 
turned from New England; where he 
spent the summer in Study. During the 
year he will conduct a number of expert- 
ments with liquid air. Ice and refrigerat- 
ing plants have also been secured and 
instruction will be given in this line of 
work. 

Professor Arthur -Ford, of Madison, 
Wis., who will have charge of the elec- 
trical engineering department, will make 
extensive experiments with storage bat- 
terles. An effort will be made to store 
enough electrical energy dufing the day 
to Hght the dormitories and other build- 
ings during the night and consequently 
dispense with the necessity of running 
the electrical plants during the night. 

Professor K. G. Matheson, fn addition 
to his duties as professor of English. wi!! 
act as superintendent. Professor J. A. 
Balley will be director of the textile de- 
partment, while Dr. H. V. Black will be 
in charge of the chemical laboratories. 

The matter of an exhibit from the Tech 
at the Southern Interstate fair will be 
taken up at the first faculty meeting of 
the year, which will oceur Friday after- 
noon. The idea was originated at the 
alumni banquet during last commence- 
ment and at that time there was great 
enthusiasm over it. If the exhibit is made 
it will doubtless be one of the attractive 
features of the fair. 

The members of the senior class of last 
year who were suspended for insubordi- 
nation and consequently falled to get their 
diplomas at commencement, will return 
this fall and make up the lost work. They 
will get their diplomas November 1. 

The outlook for athletics In general and 
football {nn particular {1s very bricht. 
Coach McKee had the men out at work 
yesterday afternoon and will soon round 
them into form. There ts now some trou- 
ble on account of the scarcity of sults 
among the new men, but this will be 
quickly remedied. Coach McKee says that 
he is not yet able to form an opinion as 
to the chances for a team, but he sees no 
reason why an excellent team cannot be 
secured from the material now on hand.

City Attorney James L, Mayson 
Discusses the Situation 
Reservedly 
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JOEL HURT COMES HOME 
FROM BALTIMORE DEAL 


Tired, but in Good Humor, He De- 
clines To Be Interviewed at 
Present — Mr. Atkinson’s 
Paper Prints The Con- 
stitution’s Facts. 


With the passing of the Atlanta Ralil- 
way and Power Company into the hands 
of the syndicate which practically con- 
trols the Rapid Transit company, does 
the latter concern become immediately 
liable for the percentage tax on fits gross 
receipts provided for by general ordi- 
nance in case of consolidation? 

That is to say, the Atkinson company, 
having, according to the admission of its 
attorneys, done away with competition in 
lighting and street railways, is the city 
now in a position to bring such action 
to collect a tax of from 2 to & per cent 
on the gross earnings of the surviving 
company? 

Naturally, public interest in the de- 
tails of the transfer has for the last 
two days overshadowed everything else, 
but the question now being asked 1s: 


Can the city of Atlanta proceed 
to collect a percentage of the gross 
receipts of the Atlanta Rapid Tran- 


sit Company? 
CITY ATTORNEY MAYSON 
RESERVES HIS OPINION 

City Attorney James L. Mayson is of 
the opinion that the management of the 
street railway system is yet in too forma- 
tive a state for council to say whether 
or not a tax of from 2 to & per cent can 
be collected. 

“If it can be established by evidence,” 
said the city attorney yesterday, “that 
a consolidation has taken place or that 
there is a reciprocal management of the 
two street railways, then the manage- 
ment in control can be required to pay 
such percentage as may be determined 
on by council. 

“You see the difficulty might arise at 
this point. The general ordinance of 1899 
exempts the roadg from this tax pro- 
vided the company obtaining the grant 
does not consolidate, etc., with any other 
existing line. The statements in the 
press seem to be that a syndicate has 
financed the Railway and Power com- 
pany, and it might be necessary to ¢s- 
tablish that the syndicate having con- 
trol of this company is fdentical with 
the management of the Rapid Transit 
company.” 

Beyond this tentative statement, City 
Attorney Mayson would not go. 
PERCENTAGE QUEST:IN 

ONE OF MUCH IMPORTANCE 

Should the city levy a tax on the gross 
receipts of the Rapid Transit company, 
council will have to determine wether it 
is to be a tax of 2, 3, 4 or 5 per cent. The 
general ordinance of August, 1899, is a 
contract between the city and the street 
railway companies entered into by the 
companies the moment they accepted 
grants under the ordinance. 

Undoubtedly the company which has 
succeeded to the reciprocal management 
of both lines will contest a move to col- 
lect the tax, and followipg the contest 
the matter would be taken into court; 
where the issue of fact would be tried. 

The revenue which, it is estimated, 
would accrue to the city through this 
percentage of the gross receipts is rough- 


ly estimated at $50,000, although. the 
amount depends on the percentage avrTreed 


upon. 
PROVISION FOR THE TAX 
AS IT NOW APPEARS 


The provision for the tax to be levied 
in case of consolidation, or even recipro- 
cal management of the two roads, is con~ 
tained in the general ordinance of Au- 


gust, 1899, as follows: 

Provided, that no such percentage 
from gross receipts will be required 
to be paid by any company until the 
expiration of the grants made to or for 
the use of the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company approved 
May 20, 1901, unless the company ob- 
taining such grants, its successors or 
assigns, should consolidate, unite, or 
by any manner of means, direct or 
indirect, have the same or reciprocal 
management, or an understanding of 
any sort as to the operation of such 
line in connection with any other 
existing line, in which event said 6 
per cent shall become at once a 
charge on said road, and the existing

JOEL HURT RETUEBNS, TIRED 
BUT IN COD HUMOR 

Travel-stained and tired, but happy, 
Joel Hurt returned to Atlanta yesterday 
from Baltimore, where, on Tuesday, 00+ 
curred the conference during which his 
own holdings and those of his Atlanta 
associates in the Atlanta Ratflway and 
Power Company were transferred to the 
Old Colony Trust Company, of Boston; 
the Mercantile Trust and Deposit Com- 
pany, of Baltimore, and the New York 
Security and Trust Company, of New 
York. 

Mr. Hurt came direct from, the confer- 
ence center, but was not &ccompanied 
by Colonel R. J. Lowry, who went to 
Baltimore last Sunday at noon to meet 
with the representatives of the compa- 
nies securing the holdings of the Power 
company. Colonel. Lowry went to New 
York, where he will remain for several 
days. 

After reaching Atlanta, Mr. Hurt went 
to his home in Inman Park, and in the 
evening denied himself to all intervieyw- 
ers. It is understood that Mr. Hurt is 
well satisfied with the result of the 
transfer by which Atlantans financially 
interested in the Power company secured 
$1,121,449 fe cash for their holdings in 
that company. 

It is hardly possible that Mr. Hurt’s 
valise was bulging with bank notes, for 
trades of this character are rarely made 
so that the principals receive actual 
money the moment after the necessary 
papers are signed, but it is safe to say 
he had that which represented the fruits 
of the deal.

Those who 
bought in the Atlanta holdings already 
owned or controlled the remaining $1,000,- 
000 of bonds and the $600,000 of stock. 

It is reported that the Atlanta bonds 
of the company brought 97, with accrued 
interest since the 2th day of last July, 
amounting in all to $981,449. For the 
14,000 shares of stock held in this city, 
$10 a share was paid, making $14 0 for 
this stock. It seems that Mr. Hurt ang 
his associates two years ago paid the 
same price for the bonds that they re- 
ceived for them on Tuesday. The profit 
came from the bonus in stock which 
they and the underwriters of the bonds 
received.

FAMOUS WATER OAK ON LAWN 


Beautiful Washington Street Resi- 
dence, Home of the Late E. W. 
Marsh, Sold for $20,000. 


One of Atlanta’s oldest landmarks 
changed owners yesterday when the 
handsome Marsh residence was bought by 
T. A. Morris, senior member of the firm 


of Keely company. 

The property was the home of the late 
E. W. Marsh on Washington street, cor- 
ner Woodward avenue. It was one of 
the first brick houses In Atlanta. 

In 1858 it was built by James Clarke, 
father of the late Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke. The house was built by John C. 
Peck, the weil-known builder of those 
days, who more than twenty-five years 
ago retired from business. Originally it 
was a square red brick dwelling with large 
hall running through the middle as in 
dwellings of that period. Additions have 
been made at various times later, a large 
wing being adaed at the north side and 
the exterior finished in brown stucco. 

The beautiful water oak which adorns 
the lawn has for many years been the 
joy of the neighborhood and ‘the admira- 
tion of all passersby. It was planted at 
the time the house was built by Mr. 
Clarke, who brought it from south Geor- 
gia a tiny rooted sprig. That it flourished 
in its adopted soil was later proved by 
its stately beauty which afterwards be- 
came so famous and much talked of as 
to occasion. the joking remark that 
“Colonel Marsh’s water oak had become 
a chestnut.”

New Orleans, September 25.—Liverpool was 
again disappointing, but our market opened 
| to 2 points lower, subsequently became easier 
on the weakness of spots, selling off 5 to 6 
points from the top, closing at a net loss of 6 
to 8 points on the day. Some time back we 
called attention to the small interest in Sep- 
tember spot engagements which was predicted 
on the information we received from large 
exporters. The bulk of the trade, however, 
were of the opinion that there was a heavy 
short. interest which had to be filled in the 
latter half of the month. Working on this 
theory, large spot holdings were accumulated 
in the interior with the expectation that a brisk 
demand would set ih and thereby enhance 
values. Instead however, spinners have bec# 
and there has been less inquiry 
during September for spots than has been 
known for many years. From the uneasiness 
and weakness of holders apparent today, it 
seems as if they are beginning to realize that 
the European textile trade conditions are very 
unsatisfactory. The moderate movement is 
naturally caused by the apathy of exporters, 
the restricted demand and holding back for 
higher prices; and, as this is well known, it 
loses its effect under the circumstances. While 
spurts are to be anticipated from time to time, 
it will require a revival in speculation and an 
ow ea spot demand to maintain present 
prices.

New York, September 25.—The stock market 
was weak under a rather drastic speculative 
liquidation. Probably speculative losses in- 
curfred as a resuli of the viblent collapse in 
Amalgamated Copper were responsible in large 
part for selling today, but other considerations 
of a more general characcer played their part. 
Amalgamated Copper showed some evidence 
of support in the opening dealings, opening un- 
changed and rising % over last night. There 
was also some resistance in this stock to the 
decline which set in in the general market, 
but the weight of the selling pressure grew 
heavier, and as the hour approached for as- 
sembling of the Anaconda directors, Amal- 
gamated Copper broke through its previous low 
point on the movement at 90 and sold as low 
as 88%, closing only a fraction higher at a 
net loss of 4%.

The omission of the customary extra 
dividend on Anaconda, although expected, 
added to the weakness of both those stocks. 
In the general market the junior, Vanderinlts 
were advanced sharply after the opening, but 
it soon became evident that large realizing 
was going on at other points of the list. Ul- 
timately all attempt at support of the market 
was abandoned and brokers who have recently 
assumed this task were open sellers all around 
the room. The conspicuous operator who has 
been supposed to direct the support of the 
market was credited with having turned to the 
bear side. The declines all through the list ran 
to.| and 2 points at least. There was no 
disturbance in the money market beyond that 
caused by the calling for additional collateral 
on loans, due to the shrinkage in value, but 
the liquidation was accompanied by the paying 
off of loans on a large scale.

From the 
two former cities there are expected to 
come elaborate exhibits made not only 
by the women of the clubs in those cities, 
but by the ladies of the entire city. 
These exhibits are now being made up 
through the clubs. 

Mrs. Johnson talked enthusiastically of 
her work in this direction. 

“T have met with glorious success,’’ she 
said, when she called at Secretary Mar- 
tin’'s office. ‘“‘The women of the entire 
state are hard at work for the fair, and 
I believe this work will tell most effect- 
ively when the gates are opened. In 
every city I have visited I have induce) 
the clubs to take a more active interest 
in the work. 

“We expect when the fair opens to see 
a greater number of women on _ the 
grounds then ever before—I mean visit- 
ing ladies and representatives of the 
women’s clubs all over the state. And 
the women of the state will certainly do 
more for this fair than ever before. Our 
crowds we are expecting, as I said, to 
be unusually large, owing to the efforts 
we are making to entertain them. The 
concerts every day we believe will aid 
us largely in this direction, as the best 
musical and literary talent of the state 
will be heard here.”’
